Kenyon, in a repot i 
submitted yesterday to tho Attorney 
General. The Examiner has diacoveret 
facts which make it appear to hia min< 
that it is unsafe or inexpedient for the 
concern to continue business. 


EXCKS5 Of KKCKMTS. 


"The fact cited is the astounding one 


that there is an excess of receipts over 
assets of $74,218.2$, or in other words 
that the association has received thai 
amount of money from stockholders 
•which, it has failed to account, am: 
this in face of the fact tiiat over $-00,UO( 
additional baa been collected as ad- 
mission fees. The second fact which in- 
fluenced Mr. .Kenyon in Ids decision is 
the one to which he called attention in a 
previous report to the Governor, namely, 
the well-known investment in the stock 
of the German-American Fiie Insurance 
Company of St. Paul, contrary to the law. 
Mr. Kenyon has carefully and thor- 
oughly investigated the case and ha 
allbrded the association every oppor- 
tunity to clear up tho mists'that have 
hung over it. 


"In this work he has been assisted by 


Ui3 Tribune. The 
Attorney-General 


will now apply to thu Supreme Court for 
a writ of quo warranto. If this is granted 
the concern will ba placed in the hands 
of a receiver. 


The Examiner, in hia report, states 


tliiit he found that up to the 7th of last 
December the association had received 
from dues, stock, etc., $1,2-18,719.21. It 
had paid premiums and installments 
withdrawn to tho amount of $42,281.2;j, 
If.aviug net receipts $1 ,'200,437.^8. 


The following were the assets on that 


date: Mortgage loans, $1,011,405.19; 
stock loans, $372; premiums iu arrears, 
$.S,238.22; interest in arrears, $8,020.79; 
cash in loan fund, $100,301.72; cash in 
expense fund, $2,751.-1!{. Total $1,131,- 
719.70. Excess of receipts over insets, 
$74,718.28. 


A DKF1C1KNCY. 


The report proceeds to sav: "The as- 


sociation being organized io'r the purpose 
of making a profit for its shareholders, 
after haying been in business for two 
years or more, ehows a deficiency of 
$74,718.28 in accounting for moneys re- 
ceived from its shareholders, notwith- 
standing the shareholders have paid to 
its agents, in addition to the above, a 
large sum (estimated at $2(iG,OQO) in ad- 
mission fees for expenses of the agents 
i:i obtaining the subscriptions of said 
stockholders to the sUjck. 


"The association not only exacts from 


subscribera to stock the payment of ad- 
mission fees to relieve it from the burden 
01 expense to secure auub subscriptions, 
but also exacts from its borrowers almost 
the entire expenses of appraising, mak- 
ing abstracts and other expenses con- 
nected with making loans, thug making 
the shortage in assets toappearaa having 
been brought about by the expense, of 
receiving, caring for and disbursing ti. 
receipts. The deficiency appeals to be 
nearly G per cent of the total sum re- 
ceived, and I know of no loaning busi- 
iiuda that can be safely pursued where 
the expense for all purposes reaches that

The Philadelphia Ledger of fieprem- 


bor 28,1889, contained a communication 
over the signature "Cambria," laying 
bare the peculiar financial management 
oi the association.

To the deficit of $40,- 
S2S.47, shown by the above statement, 
lie added $237,241 admissionfees,making 
n grand total of $317,877.9o paid by thy 
stockholders for carry int; ou the concern 
a single year, or an actual yearly losa to 
the members of $277,04!'.2<i, after de- 
ducting the total profits since the date of 
organization.

I!IQ EARNINGS. 


A. W. Wilcos, Secretary of the Home 


Savings and I-oan Association, followed 
with an article, in which he said: "To 
mature their stock in seven years it will 
be necessary to earn about 12 per cent, 
compounded monthly, from the begin- 
ning of a share to maturity and to keep 
a"il money loaned out. Tho statement 
shows too much cash on band, which is 
idlu money and earning nothing. Be- 
sides, it shows an actual loss, above ail 
profits, of over $4(),OflO. To make up 
this loss and enough more profit to aver- 
flgfi I: . 
will reqi— 
nicnt, and will be hard on borrowers, 
out of whose pockets the profits nearly 


;2 per cent for t!ie lirat seven years, 
require marvelous financial manage 


but borrowers; business must be local; 
expanses must be kept at a minimum. 
'With the nationalists these ideas are not 
carried out. Stock is sold by preference 
to those who do not desire to borrov 
whenever pOFsible. Loans are made all 
over the country. Tc do this local boards 
ar.s organized in dili'ercnt localities this 
board bsing supposed to vouch for the 
valuations of property on which loans 
aro made; subject to the decisions of a 
traveling appraiser."

Now the fact is, most of the great for- 
mes in this nnntry have been made by 
filiations in railroad, telegraph, tele- 
toue, lias, land and mining stocks; the 
rRregation of capital in a corporate 
>ropsny enables the managers, who 
ro usua'lly large holders of tha stork, to 
0 manipulate it ad to rise and fall at 
ieir pleasure, and large profits accrue 
1 themselves from such fluctuations, 
Inch, of course, are disastrous to those 
ith small holdings, who were induced 
put their money into such property ns 
i investment, and this has been carried 
3 Bncli an extent that to-day there is 
othing so utterly unreliable as the 
nanctal statements of our great corpora- 
ins. 
It seems a curious absurdity that 
bile we have strict laws against lottery 
chemes, which, from their very nature, 
re limited in capacity for evil, wo have 
ct no law against stock speculation. 
Inch hits no limit to the financial and 


moral ruin it causes. 


Indeed, of a very large percentage of 


failures and defalcations, speculation in 
stock is the prime cause. But let the

me thod worthy of serious consideration. 
With one of the latest and most im- 
proved traction engines, with proper 
grading tools attached, two men, at an 
expense of from flO to $12 per day, can 
grade as much roadway as twenty men 
aud forty mules with scrapers can do in 
the same time.' Counting a man and 
two mules at $:t per day, to eay nothing 
of feed or rent of machinery, the cost of 
working such a force would be at least 
$60 per day— or a difference of at least 
$50 per day in favur ol the steam ma- 
chinery. And another and perhaps the 
most important item to be considered is 
the one of packing the earlh so as to 
leave a smooth and hard surface when 
the road is finished. With a traction 
engine a roller weighing thirty tons can 
be drawn over the newly graded road a 
sufficient number of times to pack the 


profit on the commodities they control. 
The other states will follow the precedent 
of Virginia, if pressed to do so by the 
people. Public sentiment has had a 
great deal to do with the downfall of the 
trusts. It is a powerful force if properly 
directed, and when in harmony with the 
newspaper press of the country ia abso- 
lutely irresistible.

OUTLOOK FOR CJHAIS. 


The hope of the wheat-growers that 


the weather might help to rectify the 
results of the unprecedented rain baa 
not been realized. 
While there has 


been little or no rain for a week in t.'>s 
valleys, there has been but little if any 
improvement in the condition of thu 
ground, which in very few places J3 fit 
for plowing. Ho says the Sacramento 
Bee, and the statement holds good not 
only iu the great Sacramento valley, but 
in all the great grain producing counties 
of the northern and north-central por- 
tion of the state. Excessive and con- 
tinued rain has fallen in Colusa, Sonoma, 
Tehama, Ban Joaquin and other great 
farming counties, and seeding haa been 
greatly retarded. 
In many sections 


where three-fourths of the laud devoted 
to g.-ain-raising is usually planted by 
February 1st, it is asserted that not one 
acre in five has yet been plowed. Lu the 
San Joaquin valley good progress has 
been made, and those who still follow 
yrain-raising as a business have been 
making the most of their circumstances. 
From late reports from all over the state 
we ure lead to believe that the grain 
crop of the coming season will not ex- 
ceed that of last year very much. In 
this valley, and especially in Fresno 
county, there will be a large increase if 
the usual amount of spring rain is forth- 
coming. But should the spring be an 
early one, and very dry, even this 
county will hardly come up to last year's 
crop. There will I* an abundance of 
gram hay, however, under any but ex- 
traordinary circumstances. Barley will 
doubtless make an average croR without 
more rain where the ground has already 
been seeded and grain sprouted, but 
there is little risk to be incurred, we be- 
lieve, in the continued plowing and seed- 
ing of land to either wheat or barley, for 
the season has been loo wet to date to 
shut off without any moro rain. And 
the ground is eo full of moisture that it 
will probably not dry out sufficiently to 
injure growing grain until the spring 
showers will be upon us.

week. Last season this money was sent 
away from homo and the Trnckee ice 
monopoly divided it with the Southern 
Pacific monopoly. 3f this money cmild 
be kept at home it would j;o a long way 
toward helping to keep times good and 
money easv. And this money can all be 
kept at homo if (lie people of Fresno 
will consult their own interests and act 
in harmony. Let local capitalists erect 
an ice factory, hut first let tho people 
unite to encourage the enterprise. Let 
us, one ami all, sign an agreement to 
buy all of our ice from the local com- 
pany as soon as it is prepared to supply 
it, with the understanding that the price 
shall not exceed 1'tf cents per pound 
where the daily quantity varies from five 
to twenty pounds, 1 cent per pound 
where the quantity ranges from twenty 
to 100 pounds daily, arid % of a cent 
where individual consumers use 100 
pounds and upwards per day. 
Such 


rates would l>e fully !# percnnt less than 
the citizens of Fresno have been paying 
for ice, but the matter of cheapness 
ihouhl not bo allowed to decide the mat- 
ter. .Of course if an artificial ice factory 
is erected here theTmckee ice monopoly, 
hacked by the Southern Pacific trans- 
portation monopoly, will endeavor lo 
drive the factory out of business by cut- 
ting prices. 
This ia why consumers 


liould pledge their support to the factory 
in advance, and enter into written con- 
tract to stand by the home institution, no 
matter how low the opposition may cut 
pricca. 


Fresno people must expect hard times 


so long as they continue to send large 
quantities of money away from home for 
supplies which ought to be manufactured 
or grown here. An ice factory will stop 
but one of these extravagant sources of 
poverty, but the leak is one so apparent 
to everybody that there should be no 
trouble in enlisting ^sufficient capital to 
insure the success of the enterprise. The 
erection and successful operation of an 
ice factory will encourage other and 
more important manufacturing indus- 
tries, and one by one they will follow 
until Fresno becomes a great manu- 
facturing center.

It was this 
condition of things which resulted in the 
passage of the so-called Wright law, 
providing for the organization of irriga- 
tion districts clothed with proper au- 
thority to harmonize all conflicting in- 
terests, ami with power to remove any 
and all obstacles which under the old 
order of things stands in the way of the 
development 
of the 
state. 
Fresno 


county, or more properly speaking a very 
small section of Fresno county, has 
quite an extensive system of irrigating 
canals at present, the slow and tediuus 
creation of the past twenty years. Not 
over 150,000 acres of land are yet within 
the irrigated belt, and five or six times 
that amount of equally good land, which 
can bo quite as easily irrigated, only 
awaita the application of water to be 
made as productive as any portion of our 
Golden State. 


Under present conditions, wild land 


held in large tracts by speculators is 
permitted to .remain an impediment in 
the road of progress. 
No effort is made 


to irrigate it, cultivate it, or people it 
with permanent settlers.- Such land is 
rented to stock men and by them used 
for the pasturage of sheep. It.ia taxed 
at a low rate while improved places ad- 
joining arc rated as woi th three or four 
times aa much, thus making it an object 
to hold land with no attempt to improve

The formation of an Irrigation dis- 


trict changes the order of things. All 
land iu the district which i'jiu be irri- 
gated must pay the water tax whether 
-the water is need or not. Owners of 
large tracts of land will not allow their 
lands to lie idle and unproductive when 
they find that they are helping their 
neighbor to improve his land by bearing 
a portion of the expenee of irrigating it. 
All existing differences between rival 
ditch companies will end when the dis- 
trict assumes control of the various 
i-anals and ditches. Thousands upon 
thousands of acres of laud will be added 
to the irrigated area, and an era of pros- 
perity-will come over the whole county 
the like of which baa never been ex- 
ceeded even in the day dreama of the 
most-ardent advocate of irrigation. 


It is not likely that any organized op- 


position will be made to the formation 
of the district, but cranky individuals 
ate always expected to bob up in oppo- 
sition to any and all proposed.public im- 
provements. We may therefore reason- 
ably expect tu hear from some of them 
in opposition to the Fresno Irrigatiou 
District.

reasons urged against the district as a 
whole, and we believe it will be organ- 
ized with an almost unanimous vote.

tion for Their Products. 


I.os ANUELES, February 6.—Humors ol 


tho Union 1'acitic seeking a coast tenui 
mis in i^outhern California have been 
plt'iity for the past year, but your cor- 
respondent was informed by a reliable 
gentleman to-day that the papers were 
all drawn up for tbe transfer oi what is 
known locally as the "croes road" to 
tbe Union Pacific. The "cross roxd," 
or properly the Los Angeles, tiltju 
& I'asadens, has a terminus in the cen- 
ter of the city, on the east bank of the 
river, it has two branches, the 
tirfit 


running to Altadena by way of I'asa- 
d',-uu, and the second to Gleudale, situ- 
ated at the mouth of Verdugo canyon, in 
the Sierra Madre foothills. The latter 
branch is of great value to tbe Union 1'a- 
rific, as with it ia included all of the 
road's valuable terminal facilities aud 
franchises in the city. . 


Said the gentleman: 
"The papers 


were drawn up some days since, and tbe 
formal conveyance will bo effected on 
Monday iiuxt. The consideration I do 
not know, but that the Union 1'acin'chfts 
at length secured a right of way down 
the Sierra Madre range to :i connection 
with tbe line juat purchased is known 
positively. 


"The line will run across the desert 


through Teiunga pass to the Onnyada, 
thence to Yenlugo canyon, and thence 
connect with tbe new line from Milford. 
The road will run in a southwesterly 
direction and connect with a mad south 
from Baralow, but bending westward 
will sweep through Antelope valley aud 
there turn south. 


"The grade would not be difficult by 


way of Arroyo Seco. There a road could 
be built with a grade of thirty-rive feet 
to the mile—less than tho Southern Pa- 
cific fonnd in Kan Gorgonio. pass. But 
the Verdugo route was deemed more ex- 
pedient and eo was selected. 
"It is said that General Traffic Mana- 


ger Mellen, who is to arrive here Hatur- 
day, has been clothed with authority to 
conclude the purchase. Mellen, being 
in the traffic service, was selected as 
less likely toattract attention than others 
that might have been sent. It was be- 
lieved that he could make it appear thai 
his visit at this time was intenilec! 
merely to investigate the resources ol 
the Pacific slope and arrangefor securing 
a larger share in the transcontinental 
business. 


"Probably he will combine that errand 


with his more important mission and go 
to San Diego and see what inducements 
are there otfered for tbe new railroad 
in the way of business. However, hu is 
to conclude the purchase of the cross- 
road, and even should Mellen go directly 
to San Diego, you can rely upon it that 
be will meet the agents of the Glemlale 
line tit some point and ratify the Bute 
agreed upon by correspondence. 
~0f late it has been thought probable 
that an alliance would be effected with 
tbe Santa I'e, whereby tne Union 1'acific 
would gain access to IJOB Angelesand San 
Diego by building a short line from Mil- 
ford to connect with the Atchison Bye- 
tern, and in return allow trains of tbe 
Santa Fe to run over the Union's line to 
be constructed from Mojave to San F 
^ 


cisco. Such a plan lias been outlined 
by local and telegraphic information." 


The appioach of the Union Pacific by 


Tejunga pass has never been regarded as 
more than a possibility. 
Should it 


prove to be route selected, it would open 
up a new and picturesque section with 
which few are familiar, and will traverse 
Antelope valley, which is destined to 
support a heavy population, and which 
is stored with fertility, awaiting for the 
development of water to render it effec- 
tive. 
It ia believed that the Union Pacific 


will make traffic arrangements with the 
Santa Fe to enter Sun Diego over its 
lines, and will use the California South- 
ern for that purpose, running direct to 
San Diego from Mojave by the San Ber- 
nardino and Teiuecula cacvon route.

Roiling Coffee In Hawaii. 


\Ve were out on Sunter's coffee plan- 


tation a few days since, and were sur- 
prised to see what bo bad done, says a 
writer in Tlie Ililo Record. In less than 
a year he has cleared in tho heavy forest 
tun acres of laud and set out over 0,OOC 
coffee plants. He has done all the work 
himself, and it shows up well. The first 
planted coflee trees show a growth of 
from ten inches to two feet, and look 
thrifty. The only blight we could dis- 
cover was where the coffee had been 
planted under kukui trees, and since they 
have been cut down tho coffee is recov- 
ering from tbo blight. But tho second 
year from uow there is but little doubt 
•that many of the trees planted will com- 
mence to hear. This aa soil seems to be 
the home of the cofiee, and we hope that 
in a few years thero will bo not only ten 
acres, but 10,000. The labor of cleanuix 
is comparatively little. And it will be 
necessary to let most of the ohia treed 
ttaud for sluule to the plants.

coDEumnd. Tt is provided in "the con- 
tract between the Fresno Cauul Com- 
pany and the Fresno flouring mills that 
ihe milla shall not divert, any of the 
water-from the Mill ditch, 'but shall 
allow the water, aftyr having been used 
on the wheel, to return to its channel. 


The organization of the Fresno Irriga- 


tion District instead of hampering man- 
ufactures will encourage and stimulate 
them, because the district will supply 
a general and cheap water-power. 


Section :•!? of the Wright Act specially 


provides that manufacturing establish- 
ments may use the canals and ditches 
for water power. 


"Section ,'J7. The cost and expense of 


purchasing and.acquiring propertv and 
constructing the works and improve- 
ments herein provided for, shall be wholly 
paid out of the construction fund. 
For 


the purpose of defraying the expenses of 
the organization of the district nnd of 
the care, operation, management, re- 
pair and improvement of such portions 
of said canal and works aa fire completed 
and in use, including salaries of officers 
and employe.H, (he lioard may lix rates 
of tolls aud charges, and collect the same 
FKOM ALL I'EliKOXM VS1NCJ SAID CANAL FOR 
iiiurtiATios am! other purposes,"etc.

year S percent; for the fifteenth year 9 
per cent; for the sixteenth year 10 per 
cent; fur ih« seventeenth year 11 per 
cent; for tho eighteenth year 13 percent; 
for the nineteenth year 15 per cent, and 
for the twentieth year a percentage suf- 
ficieut to pay nif said bonds." 


Thus it will be Been that irrigators will 


have the. use of tlie water for eleven 
years before they will be called upon to 
pay any of the principal of the bonds, 
and then only 5 per rent, ttefore the 
eleventh year tbe running expenses will 
be paid by an assessment on theaEsessed 
valuation of real estate, exclusive of im- 
provements and personal property.
